Description: ff. ii + ii + 209 + ii - Bound by F. Bedford in brown morocco; gilt edges. - Written in France during the second 
half of the fifteenth century, perhaps for use in the diocese of Tours as suggested by the saints in the calendar. The first 
owner appears kneeling before the Virgin on f. 32; his arms are in the borders of f. 35, barry of six or and sable. Belonged 
to William Bragge (1823-84); his sale, Sotheby's, 7 June 1876, lot 476 to B. F. Stevens. Belonged to Robert Hoe, Grolier 
Club (1892) n. 19; Bierstadt (1895) p. 24 with a plate of f. 32; Cat. (1909) pp. 56-57; his sale, Anderson, New York, 1912, 
pt.
